The funeral services were conduct­ 
ed in the First Methodist church on 
yesterday afternoon at four o’clock 
by Rev. W. H. Baker, the young 
man’s pastor, assisted by Dr. J. L. 
Ward. 
A large gathering of sorrow­ 
ing friends and relatives attended 
the services and followed the re­ 
mains to the cemetery.

GOOD ROADS HERE 
HELP TO MARKETS 


NEED VETERINARY 
FOR WISE COUNTY 


The chamber of commerce has 
asked Dr. Marsteller of the veteri­ 
nary branch of the A. & M. College, 
to try to locate an efficient veteri­ 
narian at Decatur. 
Thus far twm 
inquiries have been received from 
South Texas practioners who are 
seeking locations iii North Texas, 
and one has announced his intention 
of visiting Decatur to investigate. 
As the matter stands, there is no 
service of this kind now available 
in Wise county, and farmers and 
stock raisers are putting in a com­ 
plaint as a result. 
Dr. A. C. Acker, former veterina­ 
rian here, died three weeks a^ro. 


Manager S. Terrell Dillard of the 
Dillard Mill describes this as being 
the outstanding season in the history 
of the mill for the quality of wheat 
produced and per acre yield as com­ 
pared with former plantings. 
The 
yield of oats has not been so good. 
Barley is being planted more largely 
than used to be the case, this grain 
being regarded as a good equivalent 
of corn and due to the comparatively 
early season of maturity, a surer 
crop than corn. 
Manager Dillard has been taking 
reckonings as to the origin of the 
grain received at the mill and has 
found that larger and consequently 
heavier loads are brought to the 
plant from communities which are 
connected with the town by hard 
surfaced roads. 
He has discovered 
also that communities which happen 
to be served by roads that become 
impassable for heavier traffic in wet 
spells of weather are interrupted 
and held up during bad weather In 
the work of hauling grain, while. 
on the other hand, the communities 
that possess the good fortune of 
good hard roads are not interrupted 
during wet weather. 
Further, it has been noted that 
heavy loads of grain passing over 
bad roads put a terrific strain on 
trucks and especially wagons, and 
that the very best of wagons begin 
to show the destructive effects after 
the second season. 
One might write volumes on the 
theoretic value of good roads, but 
when such practical proof as the 
above may be cited from direct 
observation and experience, doubt 
must give way to positive conviction.

Honorable Dan Moody of William 
son county, .spoke to a good crowd 
in the district court room Saturday 
night.

He said Joe Bailey was elect­ 
ed to congress from this district 
when he was a young man; 
that 
Thomas Jefferson was a young man j 
when he penned the declaration of j 
independence; that Napoleon was at I 
the zenith of his military power | 
when he was twenty-seven years o? j 
age.

ney to that of any of his opponents

and the fact that every court judge j 
before whom he had tried law suits 
and the attorneys with whom he had 
been associated in the practice of 
law in his section of the state were 
supporting him for attorney general 
was Some proof that he possessed 
sufficient ability to look after the 
duties of the office. 
He stated that

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FERTILITY OF EGGS 
RUINING MARKETS 


A few items gathered here and 
there and expressed as follows af lord 
some idea of what is occurring to 
demoralize the local egg deal and 
force the dealers to resort to the 
barring of the fertile and unguar­ 
anteed egg as a protection to them ­ 
selves and the producers: 
Out of nineteen and a half dozen 
eggs bought by one dealer, three and 
a half dozen proved good 
in the 
candling process. 
Out of s x dozen 
bought by another store only six 
eggs were good. 
A grocer relates 
th a t on 
a Saturday afternoon 
he 
bought a batell of eggs which the 
lateness of tile hour of receiving he 
was compelled to carry over to Mon­ 
day in the galvanized tub in wdiich 
he placed them. 
Happ< ning to enter 
his store Sunday morning he found 
the confined heat of the store had 
completed the process of incubation 
and three little chicks chirped at him 
from the eggs in the tub. 
One o:* 
two other grocers reported that baby 
chicks had hatched from some oi the 
eggs they bought. 
A person who has a private trade 
in For: W orth bought enough eggs 
from a Decatur dealer to finish out 
what he lacked of his own produc­ 
tion to supply his orders. 
The eggs 
were stamped with a Decatur circle 
and on his next visit to P’ort W orth 
he was told by one of his customers 
of the sad story of her husband, who, 
in dress suit and bald faced shirt 
preparations for an evening party, 
opening at the dinner table one of 
the boiled eggs bought during her 
previous visit, and having the con­ 
tents explode and splatter over his 
snowy bosom and immaculate waist 
coat. 
One may imagine that the 
tragic gentleman formed some w ry 
d- cisive opinions of eggs from this 
community, 
and, 
in 
addition, 
the 
dealer lost a good paying customer. 
It 
is alleged that 
after having 
eggs tested out at one d> aler’s place 
and having the proffered eggs re­ 
fused on account of their bad quality 
the owner of the eggs then took 
them to ano:her dealer who bought 
w ithout testing and sold them 
to 
him. 
An instance is known of where a 
large quantity of eggs of the kind 
metioned in the last paragraph hav­ 
ing had a circle stamp of purity on 
them and shipped to rt>rt W o r th and 
sold. It 
is 
little 
womb r 
that 
a 
stamped circle egg has lost its pres­ 
tige and a community that tub rules 
such practices loses a considerable 
part of i^s business. 
It is estimated that fifty p r cent 
of the eggs recently marketed lit r*-< 
have run from worse to fierce in 
quality. 
V sta e of high d^appoint­ 
ment exists among most everybody 
who had anything with the buying 
end of the egg deal. 
The reason is 
puzzling to understand; 
in tact, ii 
may be understood a 
all. 
Fo.ks 
have been urged time after time to 
seperate the roosters from the laying 
hens and to gather the eggs with 
regularity out ot the heat and store 
them in a cool place until delivered. 
A \ ast waste of eggs and money has 
resulted to the community as a con­ 
sequence and 
it 
seemed 
that 
tile 
dealers had to bar the infertile egg 
to protect both themselves and the 
good name of the community. 
Not 
all eggs are 
bad 
by any 
means. 
There are numerous good poultry- 
men and careful producers. 
Out of 
a lot CSf ten dozen bought from ore 
of these on v one egg showed to bi* 
slightly faulty. 
This last mentioned 
type of poultryman .s the kind of 
man the dealer and consumer wants 
to trade with. 
He is the type o 
man who, taken collectively, could 
establish a high reputation for an 
entire community, just such a repu­ 
tation as the public demands in these 
times before they will plight th* ii 
confidence and their nosiness to that 
community. 
It is to be hoped that the action 
of the grocers and dealers of Decatur 
in putting the ban on the bad egg 
will soon restore to the community 
its good reputation.

The importance of the personal 
guarantee was emphasized last week 
at Decatur, when the grocers and 
produce men of that place signed an 
agreement that they would not buy 
any more eggs this summ er except 
infertile eggs which were stamped 
with the name and address of the 
producer. 
This agreem ent will be­ 
come effective in about two weeks 
and will continue

September 15th. 
This method of personally guaran­ 
teeing eggs is also being practise! 
by a whole group of farmers at 
Muenster this year . 
They are ship­ 
ping thirty cases of eggs each week, 
most of which goes to W ichita Falls 
and putting their name and address 
on the eggs and also labeling the 
cases so that the buyers knows at 
once where they come from. 
In this 
way they are building a reputation 
and therefore do not dare put their 
■iatne on bad eggs. 
So they are de­ 
livering only the very hest. 
They 
have been receiving a premium on 
their eggs all summer. 
Several farmers at Chillicothe sell 
eggs in cartons and put their name 
and address on the carton.

DECATUR IN PATH 
OF ROAD BUILDING 


A second phase of road situation 
presented to Decatur resulted from 
the visit Tuesday of Commissioner 
Blackwell of Wilson, Oklahoma, who 
came to interrogate Decatur citizens 
on the possible interest they are 
evincing in the proposed new high­ 
way that is suggested to run from 
Decatur to Oklahoma City, via Green­ 
wood, Saint Jo, Montague county 
and Wilson. Olkahoma. 
Mr. Black- 
well said that arragements have been 
concluded for bridging Red River at 
Illinois Bend; that Montague county 
citizens are highly active and are 
shaping themselves for the move­ 
ment. 
The Oklahoma visitor found 
the Decatur committee 
responsive 
and ready to enter the plans heartily. 
An incidental remark dropped by 
Mr. Blackwell affords a hint as to 
what the securing of this new road 
would mean to Decatur aside from 
its tourist traffic value. 
He said 
that the Wilson oil production vicin­ 
ity turns loose a pay-roll amounting 
to two hundred ten thousand dollars 
monthly, which, we are moved to 
auggest, has the capacity of absorb­ 
ing a great deal of the dairy, fruit, 
vegetable and poultry production of 
this community moved there in a 
half day's time over a good road. 
A third phase of road interest is 
the manifest desire of the Decatur 
chamber of commerce board of direc­ 
tors to have Wise county people as a 
whole rouse themselves to a live and 
vital realization of the relation of 
good roads to the productive enter­ 
prise and prosperity of the county. 
This sentiment was developed and 
reviewed at length at the regular 
meeting of the board Tuesday morn­ 
ing and is to be taken as a reflection 
of the clear conviction of a body of 
earnest and thinking business that 
no question before Wise county to­ 
day is more out-standingly important 
nor more fruitful of broad and good 
results if the opportunity of secur­ 
ing a county system of good roads 
Is fulfilled.

Proposed Amendment 
to the Constitution. 
RELATING TO GRANTING OF 
CONFEDERATE PENSIONS. 
Senate Joint Resolution No. IO 
Proposing an amendment to Section 
51 of Article 3 of the Constitution 
of the State of Texas to provide 
that the Legislature may grant 
pensions to Confederate soldiers, 
sailors and their widows, who have 
been citizens of Texas since prior 
to January I, 1910, providing that 
all soldiers, sailors and their wid­ 
ows eligible under the provisions 
hereof shall be entitled to be 
placed upon the rolls and partici­ 
pate in the pension fund created 
hereunder; levying a tax of seven 
($.07) cents on the one hundred 
($100.00) 
dollars 
valuation 
of 
property in this State for the pay­ 
ment of such pension, providing 
that the Legislature may reduca 
the rate of pension for such pur­ 
poses, 
fixing 
a 
time 
for 
the 
election to be held on such amend­ 
ment and making an appropria­ 
tion to pay the expenses thereof. 
Bq it resolved by the Legislature of 
the State of Texas: 
Section I. Section 61 of Article 3 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Texas shall be amended so as to 
hereafter read as follows: 
Section 51. 
The Legislature shall 
have no power to make any grant or 
authorize the making of any grant 
of public money to any individual, 
association of individuals, municipal 
or other corporations 
whatsoever,

may grant aid to indigent or disabled 
Confederate soldiers and sailors, who 
came to Texas prior to January I, 
1910, and to their widows, in indi 
gent circumstances, and who have 
been bona fide residents of the Sta e 
prior to January I, 1910, and who; 
were married to such soldiers or 
sailors prior to January I, 1910, and 
to indigent and enabled soldi* re j 
who, under the special laws of State j

There 
is hereby levied in addition to all 
other taxes heretofore permitted by 
the Constitution of Texas a State ad 
valorem tax on property of seven 
($ .07) cents on the one hundred

pose of creating a special fund for 
the payment of pensions for services 
in the Confederate army and navy.

Alfred Phillips r< ports th at cotton 
he fertilized with commercial ferti­ 
lizer is m aking much better progress 
than cotton on the same farm that 
was not fertilized. 
G. W. Bazzley 
makes a sim ilar report. 
Mr. Phillips said that grown bolls 
already have m atured on his ferti­ 
lized cotton but that the untreated 
cotton was much behind in develop­ 
ment. 
His statem ent hears out the 
theory that fertilizer boosts cotton 
forward to the putting on of the 
first bolls before the big attack of 
weevils begin their destructive work. 
According to the statement of Mr.
